were returning to a hotel. 
Circuit Judge Charles

shal] overruled a defense motion 
for a directed verdict of acquittal 
for Jack Garr, who, according to 
testimony, was not armed when 
Denhardt was slain. 
Attacking the defense contention 
that Roy Garr shot Denhardt in self 
defense, the commonwealth sought 
to show that bullets which killed 
the former adjutant general enter­ 
ed his back.

Public Debt Shifts 
From ‘ Classes’ To ‘ Masses’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—A sig­ 
nificant and substantial transfer of 
ownership of America’s huge pub­ 
lic debt from "the classes” to "the 
masses” has begun under the oper­ 
ation of the social security act. 
Unless that statute is fundamen­

revised, the movement will 
make American workers within a 
few years the chief creditor* of the 
government, replacing the 
banka 
and wealthy investor* in that role. 
it will not be an individual own­ 
ership. in which a worker will hold 
a government bond, but a group 
ownership under which old age pen­ 
sion and unemployment insurance 
leserve funds will hold the bulk of 
outstanding federal bonds.

Many parents 
are poorly qualified to teach their 
children. And teachers should have 
love for those they teach if they 
a would influence their lives.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21—Plans for the proposed Pittsburgh-Ashta- 
bula canal, to connect Lake Erie and the Ohio river, contemplate a 
vast reservoir in Ohio’s grand river valley, which would inundate vil­ 
lages and require the-relocation of scores of bridges and highways. 
The reservoir, designed to assure an adequate water supply for 
the canal at all times, would have a * -------------------------------------2-------- 
surface area of 107 square miles 
ani a gross capacity of 2,000,000 
acre-feet. It would require about 
four years to fill the lake. 
The 
war department's district 
engineer drew these outlines in a 
report now before the board of en­ 
gineers for final action. Congress 
has authorized the project, subject 
to the board's approval. 
The route, northward from the 
PHo river at Beaver, Pa., would 
utilize the natural channel of the 
Beaver river to the greatest prac­ 
ticable 
extent, canalizing 
it 
by 
means of three locks and dams—at 
New Brighton, Beaver Falls, and 
Chewton, Pa. 
Sum m it Level At Youngstown 
From the Beaver the canal would 
enter the Mahoning river which 
would be canalized by five locks 
and dams, located below Covert, 
Pa., above Edinburg. Pa., below 
Lowelville, O., and two at Youngs­ 
town, O. 
The summit level lock and dam 
(No. 8) would be located at the 
upper end of the city of Youngs­ 
town. The summit level would con­ 
tinue up the Mahoning through 
Girard, Niles and Warren. O. to a 
point about a mile and a half above 
Warren, where the river makes an 
abrupt turn. Here the waterway 
would leave the Mahoning valley 
and cross the divide which separ­ 
ates the watersheds of Lake Erie 
and the Ohio river. The greatest 
cut in the divide would be about 
HO feet deep. 
Beyond the cut. the canal would 
extend into the Grand river valley 


on the north. The combined sum­ 
mit level pool and water supply 
reservoir would be created In this 
broad and long valley, the bed of 
an ancient lake. by means of a dam 
(No. I*) near and west of Harpers 
field, O. The summit level would 
have a total length of 56 miles be­ 
tween the terminal locks Nos. 8 
and 9. 
Expenses Outlined 
From the dam near Harpersfield, 
the canal would cross the second­ 
ary divide and descend the slope to 
the lake by means of six locks 
within a seven-mile stretch. 
The plan proposes harbor facili­ 
ties at the mouth of Wheeler creek, 
west of Ashtabula. 
The canal would have a minimum 
channel depth of 12 feet and a 
bottom width of 250 feet, except in 
the Youngstown industrial district 
where the width would be restrict­ 
ed to 200 feet to avoid heavy ex­ 
pense. 
Here are the principal items mak­ 
ing up the proposed federal invest­ 
ment of $152,000,000: locks, $31,- 
947,000; common excavation. $28,- 
489,000; rock excavation, $26,097,- 
OOO; water supply dam and dikes,

OOO; railroad bridges, $9,639,000;

Tuberculosis Rate Lower 


Among Gassed Soldiers

to George E. Miller in the Chemical 
W arfare Bulletin. 
He quotes the surgeon general of 
the U. S. report of 1920 that the tu­ 
berculosis rate among 70,522 gassed 
in 1918 was 2.46 percent. 
The same year the rate was 3.50 
among those serving in Fiance but

not gassed. 
The next year among 
the non gassed Americans in France 
the tuberculosis rate was 4.30 per 
thousand soldiers. 
He thinks this indicates a “ posi­ 
tive preventive effect." 
He adds 
that 20 milligrams of mustard gas 
absorbed quickly into the human 
system will kill a man. 
But that 
in the war there was one death for 
each ton and a half of mustard gas.

It is only by 
means of rigid quarantine that ery- 
sipelas can be controlled and kept 
from spreading to others. 
May Cause Fever 
The victim of erysipelas first has 
a chill, and this is soon followed by 
high fever. 
For 24 hours the suf­ 
ferer may believe he has no more 
than a hard cold. 
But within a 
short time the characteristic skin 
rash appears. 
The area becomes 
red and swollen. 
Blisters form in 
the reddened region and. as the in­ 
flammation spreads to the adjoin­ 
ing normal skin. more blisters form. 
The 
surface 
becomes 
hot 
and 
itches. 
This eruption lasts for about four 
days, when the involved patch be­ 
gins to clear. 
Unfortunately, un­ 
less the disease is closely followed 
and 
kept 
under 
control, it 
will 
spread to other parts of the body. 
Occasionally the infection reaches 
the deep tisues. and gangrene may 
result. 
In the serious type of erysipelas, 
the germs may actually enter the 
blood stream and cause 
general 
blood poisoning. 
This disease 
is 
particularly dangerous for one who 
is 
In a 
weakened condition and 
poor health. 
Treated With Strum 
For ages little was known about 
the control and management of the 
disease. 
All sorts and forms of 
treatment were advised,* but they 
were unsatisfactory. 
I am glad to 
say that within recent years sev­ 
eral new forms of treatment have 
proved to be successful. 
For ex­ 
ample, it is now possible to treat 
the disease with a special serum, 
made from a certain type of the 
so-called 
"streptococcus” 
germ. 
This is the one that causes erysip­ 
elas. 
In addition to the use of this 
serum, 
satisfactory 
results 
have 
followed small transfusions of ci­ 
trated blood. 
This form of .treat­ 
ment has been especially success­ 
ful iu the treatment of the disease 
in infants. 
Its advocates consider 
it a life saver. 
Experienced medical skill Is es­ 
sential to the proper care of the 
erysipelas patient. 
The case must 
not be neglected.

This was 
Bernard Mayo’s "Henry Clay." 
Now another 
Boston publisher 
issues another life of Henry Clay 
(in one volume this time! and on 
the Jacket describes the newer hook 
as filling "a gap that has become 
glarin g" This book is also praised 
by Allen N’e-ins of Columbia uni­ 
versity, 
somewhat 
redundantly: 
"Ho completely relegates (sic) the 
best existing life of Clay, that by 
Schuri. to the shelf of superseded 
books." 
The "h e” mentioned is 
Prof. Glyndon G. Van Deusen. 
And most amusing of all is this 
paragraph from the Van Deusen 
preface: "Through the courtesy of 
the Johns Hopkins University Li­ 
brary. Professor Bernard 
Mayo's 
doctoral dissertation, "The Early 
Life of Henry Clay.” was seen by 
me. It has not been used in the 
preparation of this hook, no per­ 
mission having been received from 
the author.” 
So much for exterior considera­ 
tions. There is no doubt that Pro­ 
fessor Van Deusen also has dug 
deeply. The apparatus of scholar­ 
ship is copiously present in the 
footnotes, too much so for comfort­ 
able reading, for one always feels 
guilty when skipping complicated 
footnotes, and always finds their 
citations futile when reading, not 
studying.
